he Town of Riverhead will next

cause we are dissatisfied with our rep- 
resentation,” Mike Mahoney of Wain- 
scott said during the hearing. 

Long Island is home to 95 villages, 
including 10 on the East End. The 
most recent hamlet to incorporate, 
Mastic Beach, was formed in 2010 to 
enact stricter local control over rental 
properties, but residents dissolved the 
village six years later due to ballooning 
budgets. 

Of the 34 people who spoke at the 
Wainscott hearing, 13 opposed incor- 
poration, seven were in favor, 11 urged 
the town to schedule the referendum 
without offering an opinion, two called 
for a vote to be held while stating their 
opposition, and one suggested study- 
ing the financial implications of incor- 
porating before moving forward. 

East Hampton Town Supervisor 
Peter Van Scoyoc, who presided over 
the hearing, reminded participants 
that his mandate is to simply evaluate 
whether the petition is legally valid, 
allowing for a referendum to be sched- 
uled at a later date, or flawed, in which 
case the petitioners are given an op- 
portunity to correct any potential dis- 
crepancies. 

The hearing came after village in- 
corporation proponents and residents 
filed suit against the town board, Van

Scoyoc, and the developers of South 
Fork Wind, billed as the first offshore 
wind farm in New York State, which is 
slated to debut in 2023. The plaintiffs 
claim that the town improperly rushed 
the wind farm cable’s approval in part 
to thwart Wainscott’s incorporation. 
“Supervisor Van Scoyoc totally 
failed to balance his understandable 
efforts to facilitate renewable energy 
with his duty to protect the residents 
of Wainscott,” said Citizens for the 
Preservation of Wainscott Chairwom- 


an Gouri Edlich. 

Meaghan Wims, a spokeswoman for 
South Fork Wind, said the developers 
are reviewing the complaint. 

“Importantly, the South Fork Wind 
transmission cable route from Wain- 
scott Beach was selected following 
multiple, extensive analyses that have 
been reviewed and supported by the 
local community and multiple state 
agencies,” she added. 

Van Scoyoc did not respond to a re- 
quest for comment on the suit. 


Report Boosts Airports Benefits

A group advocating to keep East 
Hampton Airport open released a 


report last month touting its economic 
benefits in a bid to dissuade the Town 
of East Hampton from potentially 
closing it. 

The 16-page report that the East 
Hampton Community Alliance com- 
missioned found the airport contrib- 
utes more than $77.5 million into the 
South Fork economy and contributes 
to more than 870 jobs, based on 2019 
aviation activity — and could grow 
higher, if given the chance. Only 11 of 
those jobs are directly employed by 


the airport’s administration. 

“The airport would create even 
more economic benefit including well 
paying local jobs if the Town of East 
Hampton treated the airport as the 
valuable asset that it is and utilized the 
capital created by investing accord- 
ingly,” the report stated. “The story of 
East Hampton Airport is really one of 
missed economic opportunities.” 

September is when Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) authority re- 
quiring the East Hampton town com- 
ply with grant-related conditions on 
the airport expires, allowing the town 
board to ground flights at the airstrip 


in Wainscott for good, if it so chooses. 

East Hampton officials did not re- 
spond to a request for comment on the 
report, which blasted the town for its 
“campaign to drive the airport into the 
ground and wait out the clock on fed- 
eral grant assurances.” 

Environmentalists and other crit- 
ics of the airport have complained for 
years about aircraft noise across the 
South Fork, which normally kicks up 
during summer peak months, but re-- 
mains high during the offseason due 
to New York City residents decamping 
in the Hamptons during the coronavi- 
rus pandemic. 
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Preservation Funding Up 80% Amid East End Real Estate Boom

hile it was no surprise to those 

watching the East End real es- 

_ tate market boom last year, the Pecon- 

_ic Bay Community Preservation Fund 
(CPF) revenues for 2020 eclipsed the 
previous year by a whopping 79 per- 
cent and the final figures for Decem- 
ber revealed the best month yet. 

The $139.2 million in 2020 revenue 

exceeds the next highest year in 2014 
_ by nearly 30 percent, as the record 
revenues represent the transfer of 
more than $7 billion in real estate for 
the year, said Assemblyman Fred W. 
Thiele Jr. (I-Sag Harbor), the architect 
of the CPF, which has been funded 
by a 2 percent real estate transfer tax 
since 1999. 

“While it is unclear how long this 
land rush will last, it presents a golden 
opportunity to continue to protect the 
community character of the Peconic 
Bay region,” said Thiele, crediting the 
boom with New York City resident de- 
campting to the East End to flee the

coronavirus pandemic. 

Most buyers at closing must pay 
a 2 percent CPF tax, which goes into 
a fund that each of the five East End 


towns can use toward preserving open 
land. Since its inception, the Peconic 
Bay Regional Community Preserva- 
tion Fund has generated $1.6 billion.

The East End’s least populous town, 
Shelter Island, saw the largest jump in 
revenues: A 100 percent increase from 
$1.54 million to $3.08 million, accord- 
ing to Thiele. 

Southampton town received $80.71 
million, up 88.3 percent while East 
Hampton town saw an 80.8 per- 
cent increase from $22.65 million to 
$40.94 million. 

The North Fork real estate market 
was bustling too. Riverhead town took 
in 44.4 percent more for its commu- 
nity preservation fund, $4.94 million 
as opposed to $3.42 million in 2019. 
Southold town saw the smallest in- 
crease — still a large number at 31.6 
percent — from $7.41 million to $9.75 
million.

Riverhead Touts Parks 


Expansion

pair of new parks — one private, 

one public — are making progress 
toward their goal of opening in the 
Town of Riverhead. 

The town is in contract to purchase 
properties downtown to establish a 
town square that will serve as a gate- 
way to the Peconic River waterfront 
while across town in Calverton, Island 
Water Park, a project in the works 
nearly two decades, is expected to 
open this summer, Riverhead Town 
Supervisor Yvette Aguiar said Feb. 8 
during her state of the town address. 

“Riverhead will now have a new des- 
tination park, consisting of interactive 
family-friendly 

entertainment at all skill levels,” 
Aguiar said of Island Water Park, 
which will feature an indoor surf pool, 
restaurant, café and family entertain- 
ment. 

The proprietor, Eric Scott, owner of 
Island Water Sports in Port Jefferson, 
scrapped prior plans to include a lake 


on which visitors could waterski using 
overhead tow cables. 

The town square project is not as far 
along. Riverhead’s Community Devel- 
opment Agency (CDA) obtained $1.8 
million in grants from New York State 
and Suffolk County to acquire three 
properties on Main Street. 

“Two parcels will be demolished, 
opening Main Street to green and 
open space 

leading to our beautiful riverwalk,” 
Aguiar said, noting that the nearby 
old Sweezy’s building will become 
the Long Island Science Museum, 
complementing the town square. “Our 
new Town Square will become a pub- 
lic gathering space, with pedestrian 
connectivity and open vistas to the 
Peconic River.” 


The news comes after Suffolk law- 
makers recently closed on 93 acres of 
farmland and waterfront open space 
that is slated to be turned into county- 
run passive parkland overlooking the 
Long Island Sound.

The Winning Trek

ow that I, Francoise 
Malon, have conquered 
Long Wharf, winning the 
$50,000 offered by Dan’s Pa- 
pers to the first person to trek to 
the end of it, alone, I have produced 

this three-day account of my triumph. 


DAY ONE 


tis February 1 at dawn, and I, Francoise Malon, 

am at the foot of Long Wharf with my sled, my 
suitcases, my four Nepalese Sherpas, and my six 
white poodles. Without further ado, I zipped 
up my snowsuit, and with the poodles wagging 
their tails eagerly, climbed atop the sled and 
shouted “Allons!” 

Long Wharf to the tip is 510.3 feet long, ac- 
cording to those who have flown over it and 
measured it during the few days a year when it 
is not shrouded in storms. On this morning, vis- 
ibility through a snowfall was zero. As a result, 
I moved slowly, just 180 feet through the rest of 
this day, when, exhausted, I supervised the set- 
ting up of my tent alongside Big Olaf Ice Cream 
at the base of Long Wharf. The smell of hot fudge 
wafted up my nostrils as well as those of my dogs 
and Sherpas, but we slept well. 


DAY TWO 


A round 6 a.m. I was awakened by the Sher- 
pas, who, speaking in Sherpa, excitedly told 
me the gendarmes had given them a summons 
for illegally sleeping in or alongside a tent on the 
Wharf. Stupid people. I crumpled up the sum- 
mons and threw it away. 

We packed up and began the march. The 
snowflakes were now the size of baseballs, caus- 
ing the poodles, one after another, to yip in 
surprise when hit, but I was able to calm them by 
stopping frequently and giving each a half of a Mal- 
lomar. And so, we continued, staying in the middle 
of the wharf so the bitter cold wind that had come 
up wouldn’t sweep us overboard, as had happened to 
the Peruvians on their attempt in May 2017. 

We passed Ava’s & Around Again Boutique at 11 
a.m., Long Wharf Upholstery and Fabrics at 3 p.m., 
and OMO The Apothecary at 5 p.m. At 6:32 p.m.,

shivering cold, we passed the final outpost of civili- 
zation, Le Bilboguet, the French restaurant, and 10 
feet beyond set up our tent for the final leap to the 
end, planned for the morrow. 


DAY THREE 


he gods unleashed their fury during the night. I 

could hear the banging of the snowballs on the 
tent canvas above me and as the wind rose to gale 
force, I felt pity for the four Sherpas stationed at each 
of the tent pegs holding things steady. Indeed, in the 
morning light, I found that one of the four had been 
swept away. Or had left or something. I don’t speak 
Sherpa. 


But I looked at the upside. The supplies had dwindled 
and could be carried by three. Furthermore, it would 
be easier to keep track of everybody in the final dash 
to the tip. I had my sledgehammer, 2-foot flagpole and 
the flag of France at the ready. If the poodles could pull 
double time — and I found them early in the morning, 
wagging their pom pom tails eagerly — we could get to 
the tip by nightfall. 

The biggest obstacle in the way of course was the 


Cavendish Crevice. It’s a crack in the asphalt that runs 
crossways from one side of the wharf to the other and 
in the horrendous weather, no adventurers before us 
had yet found a spot that was narrow enough to jump 
or rappel across. Indeed, it is thought that the Swiss 
group, having thought they had seen the narrowing, 
are now all down deep in the earth there, or at least 
some of them are. But nobody knows for sure. 

The gods of the weather and the sea, National Oce- 
anic and Atmospheric Administration and Neptune, 
respectively, pounded us with ice and snow and gale- 
force winds as we fought to break camp. In the end our 
tent blew away, which meant we'd be unable to camp 
again — that fourth Sherpa had carried my backup tent 
— and it was now do or die. And so, with the dogs yap- 
ping and the Sherpas singing Xinyxlre Bassexoof, their 
march of bravery song, we stepped off for the Crevice. 

And then, “Hurrah!” At 3 p.m., through the storm, 
we found the narrowed place in the Cavendish Crevice. 
We fired a spear and rope across it with our hiker’s can- 
non, and then each of us, hand over hand and paw over 
paw, rappelled along under the rope until we all made 
it to the other side. Then we trudged eagerly through 
zero visibility and thunder and lightning until 5:38 
p.m., when finally — the discovery was by Poodle 
No. 5, who barked the Morse code letter “S” — we 
reached the very end of the wharf. ' 

There, using the sledgehammer, I triumphantly 
pounded the flagpole stake into the concrete, 
mounted a French tricolor on it and hummed La 
Marseillaise into the wind gusts. Nobody heard of 
course, except for one of the three remaining Sher- 
pas, who applauded softly with his mittens. 

And then we heard the pocketa-pocketa of a he- 
licopter overhead. A spotlight from it illuminated 
us, a rope ladder was lowered, and we were offered 
rescue by EMTs and Marines from the 114th Air- 
borne Rescue Squad, who, apparently mistaking 
our rope cannon shot for a request for help, had 
come to our aid. Exhausted and knowing that 
whatever we left down there, other than the flag, 
of course, would be swept away, we accepted and 
triumphantly climbed up. We owe Marine Lt. El- 
mer Brackenbush our lives. He flew us safely to the 
parking lot of a Walk-In in Wainscott. 

Thus it was that the next day, all showered and 
shaved, I presented myself to the officials of Dan’s 
Papers in Southampton, displayed my iPhone 
photograph, blurred but nevertheless showing our 
little flagpole at the wharf tip, and collected the 
prize money. 

Pilot Brackenbush, also there, disputed our claim, 
said the flag was not on the tip but on the side of the 
wharf 20 yards from the tip, to which Dan replied that 
wherever the flagpole was we had won and the contest 
was hereby over, so no further adventurers could lose 
their lives.

Age of Covid —

ave trouble remembering an 


H anniversary? Try getting mar- 
ried on Valentines’ Day, a tradition- 
ally popular time to get hitched. But 
in the time of Covid, when restrictions 
threaten to put a damper on ‘the big 
day’, is anyone rushing to tie-the knot? 

It looks like love, at least in the Town 
of Southampton, is winning. 

“The pandemic created an urgency 
for couples, who were suddenly faced 
with serious concerns about how to 
protect their loved ones and their as- 
sets if someone got sick,” says South- 
ampton Town Clerk Sundy Scher- 
meyer, who has officiated more than 
1,400 marriages, and approximately 
100 marriages a year in Southampton 
town. 

Though the number of couples com- 
ing to Southampton Town Hall for 
a marriage license in January and 
February of this year may be down 
slightly, “people of all ages are still in 
love, and still getting married,” said 


og Sa 


Schermeyer, adding “in a socially dis- 
tant way of course.” 

For Jessica and Matthew Feldman 
(who had been dating for 10 years 
before saying ‘I do’), making it legal 
— even if in the thick of Covid — was 
important to them. 

“We wanted to start a family and we 
didn’t want to put our life on hold,” says 
Jessica, who grew up in Southampton 
and works in the town trustee’s of- 
fice. “Matthew had bought the ring in 
January of 2020, but then Covid hit.” 

The couple persisted. 

“Covid made me so nervous,” said 
Matthew. “I’m not one who rushes into 
things, but I couldn’t stand it if some- 
thing were to happen to one of us. I 
am absolutely in love with Jessica — I 
adore her. We felt the only important 
thing was to be married.” 

In July, Matthew proposed, but once 
engaged, the couple felt pandemic 
pressure — from the ever-lurking vi- 
rus, from loved ones eager to book a 
flight to celebrate, and from the un- 
certainty of how to plan a wedding (or

anything) during a pandemic. 

“We heard intense stories about 
people not getting their refunds back 
from the venue,” said Jessica, a com- 
mon concern after New York State 
banned large weddings last summer 
[a restriction to be lifted on March 15 
for weddings approved by local health 
departments with up to 150 attendees 
— all who must get a COVID test]. 

The pressure to make a decision es- 
calated with Jessica’s father’s declin- 
ing health. 

“My Dad was sick with Alzheimer’s 
and was going into assisted living — I 
wanted him at my wedding,” she said. 

The couple decided to move ahead 
with their plans. Jessica rush-ordered 
her dress, called friends and relatives, 
and on Nov. 7, 2020 she and Matthew 
got married on Cryder Beach in the 
Village of Southampton in front of her 
father, and 30 socially distanced rela- 
tives and friends. — 

“Tt was unbelievable,” recalled Mat- 
thew. “I’m not religious, but it felt 
heavenly, the ocean was so special and 
the weather was unbelievable, in the 
70s ... in November! It seemed like ev- 


erything came together for us.” 

About 15 of the guests joined the 
couple for dinner after the ceremony at 
Baron’s Cove in Sag Harbor. 

“They have a hotel, so that felt like a 
cute, romantic spot,” added Jessica. 

The Feldman’s were one of 347 cou- 
ples who were issued a marriage license 
in Southampton town in 2020, up from 
324 couples who were issued marriage 
licenses in 2019. But as Schermeyer 
points out, the number of licenses is- 
sued in 2020 “would have been much 
higher” if the town hadn't been forced 
to restrict marriage license applica- 
tions to Southampton residents and 
tax payers only — a measure adopted 
by many respective town clerk offices, 
in response to the demand and the re- 
alities of Covid restrictions. 

“Last year we had an overwhelming 
influx of people coming from New York 
City to Southampton to get married 
— the city office was closed, and the 
Project Cupid Program (which allowed 
NYC couples to schedule a virtual mar- 
riage license) was so backed up — so 
everyone headed here,” Schermeyer 
said. “We closed in March, adapted

quickly to new guidelines, new 
technology and a reduced staff 
as the phones were ringing off 
the hook. We reopened to the 
public in June, and operate 
five days a week, from 9 to 4.” 

In-person marriage licenses 
are now available to South- 
ampton residents and taxpay- 
ers. 

“We recommend checking 
our website and coming in 
with the proper paperwork,” 
adds Shermeyer. 

And with spring around 
the corner, there is even more 
reason to bet on love in South- 
ampton with the town board’s 
approval of a resolution to cre- 
ate The Windsor Heart Proj- 
ect — a tribute to civil rights 
and LGBTQ icon Edie Wind- 
sor, a longtime Southampton 


resident who famously led 
the U.S. Supreme. Court chal- 
lenge that ultimately lead to 
legalizing same-sex marriage 
in the United States. Windsor 
fought to have her marriage to 
longtime partner Thea Spyer 
recognized, after Windsor was 
hit with a huge inheritance 
tax bill after Spyer’s passing. 
Windsor sued the U.S. govern- 
ment, and won. 

The Windsor Heart Project 
is a collaboration inspired by 
Windsor’s surviving widow 
Judith Kasen-Windsor, who 
approached Southampton 
Town Supervisor Jay Schnei- 
derman with the idea of hon- 
oring Edie in the town Edie 
so loved and summered in for 
40 years. [Windsor and Kasen 
met in 2015, and married a 
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‘Edie Windsor changed hearts and minds, 


and anyone who chooses to get married 


on the steps of Town Hall will have this 
beautiful and fitting heart tribute to the 


woman who fought for marriage equality.” 


year later. Windsor passed 
suddenly in 2017.] The project 
will consist of a heart-shaped 
stone platform of interlocking 
smaller hearts on the -lawn 
outside of Southampton Town 
Hall where many couples are 
married. 

“You don’t meet too many 
people like Edie Windsor, 
who have changed the world,” 
said ‘Schneiderman, who lit- 
erally poured over a drawing 
board, using his knowledge of 
math and masonry to figure 
out the interlocking ‘heart of 
hearts’ — a unique design for 
an unquestionably unique and 
impactful person.

Sundy Schermeyer, CNN host

Behar, and Dan’s Papers Pub- 
lisher Victoria Schneps-Yunis. 

Supporters of the Wind- 
sor Heart Project can buy an 
individual heart and have 
it inscribed to immortalize 
their own union.

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Dan Abrams to Buy Laurel Lake Vineyards 
Newsman Will Join the Wine Business with North Fork Property

D an Abrams, the chief legal cor- 
respondent at ABC News and a 
North Fork homeowner, is in the pro- 
cess of purchasing Lau- 
rel Lake Vineyards. 

The television host 
and author will close 
the deal, which includes 
the vineyard land and 
business, in the coming 
weeks for an undisclosed 
amount. The property at 
3165 Main Road was not 
officially on the market 
when it went into con- 
tract in December. 

“I’m so excited to in- 
vest in the North Fork 
and this vineyard with the goal of cre- 
ating a new luxury Long Island wine,” 
Abrams said in a statement. “Expand- 
ing into the wine business has long 
been a passion of mine and this winery 
presented a perfect opportunity to cre- 
ate an experience that both local resi- 
dents and seasonal guests will enjoy.” 

The current team at Laurel Lake 
Vineyards, including winemaker and 
current co-owner Juan Sepulveda, are 
going to remain on staff, but Abrams is 
bringing in New York Magazine wine

columnist Vanessa Price to oversee 
all aspects of the winery. We're told 
many significant changes are coming, 
including a name change. 

“Dan is welcoming a baby in the 
coming weeks and plans 
to change the name to 
reflect his children, but 
has not yet announced 
what the new name will 
be,” his spokeswoman 
Cameron Gurley said. 

The Hollywood Re- 
porter first reported the 
news noting Abrams 
wants to create a “lux- 
ury winery and lifestyle 
brand” where “Napa 
meets the Hamptons.” 

Abrams,’ who has a 
house on the Peconic Bay, told Hamp- 
tons Magazine in 2018 that Paumanok 
Vineyards in nearby Aquebogue was

one of his go-to spots, saying it was - 


one of “many.under-appreciated win- 
eries on the North Fork. 
Laurel Lake Vineyards, a 40-acre 
farm, has been owned by a group of 
Chilean and American investors and 
friends who had a passion for wine, 
according to its website. Laurel Lake 
Winery is located in a colonial-style 
building with a tasting room with an

antique landmark bar, stained win- 
dows and a gift shop. The two-story 
deck overlooking the vineyard is a fa- 
vorite place for guests to enjoy a glass 
of wine and some music, at least in 
pre-Covid-19 days. 

Meanwhile, other vineyards and 
wineries remain up for grabs. Sixty- 
six acres of Castello di Borghese 
Vineyard in Cutchogue, including a 
3,000-square-foot farmhouse and 


historic barns, was only listed last 
month for $3.69 million. 

Osprey Dominion and its 90 acres in 
Peconic have been for sale since 2017. 
The shuttered Vineyard 48 in Cu- 
tchogue was listed in early 2020 for $6 
million and Bedell Cellars, including 
95 acres in Cutchogue and a 23-acre 
vineyard in Peconic, was listed in 2019 
for $17.9 million, though it is not clear 
if both are still actively on the market. 
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Market Update: 


New Hamptons Listings vs In Contract Movement

L ast week on BehindtheHedges. 
; com, we discussed how overpric- 
ing is negatively impacting the move- 
ment of the Hamptons market. This 


week we're looking at the impact of 


new listings. In some price points and 
locations, new listings are making 
contract movement possible. In oth- 
ers, it either bolsters the fact that over- 
pricing is prevalent or demonstrates 
that demand is lessening from where 
it was in fall of 2020. 


LESS THAN $1.5M MARKET 

Despite the lack of new listings to 
market, properties continue to go into 
contract at volume in East Hamp- 
ton, Sag Harbor, Bridgehampton 
and Southampton. However, activity 
in East Hampton is starting to stall 
compared to previous weeks. New list- 
ings are needed, or existing inventory 
needs to start to find a middle ground 
between buyers and sellers to keep 
momentum going here. Water Mill 

_and Wainscott have been completely 
dormant with no new listings, nothing 
in contract, and nothing closed in the 
last four weeks. 

To display the power of a new list- 
ing in this price point, we reached out 
to Sara Goldfarb of Douglas Elliman 
and Demi Reichart of The Corcoran 
Group. Goldfarb brought 219 Ferry 
Road in Sag Harbor to the market at 
$1,495,000 on January 30. It went 
into contract six days later. 

“I leveraged data on what has been 
trading in the Sag Harbor area — and 
what is still on the market; I strategi- 
cally priced the property with a num- 
ber that would get people in and get 
offers quickly,” Goldfarb explained, 
sharing that she also took measures, 
like creating a short video tour to 
make the property stand out. 

Similarly, Reichart was able to se- 
cure her seller at 102 Middle Highway 
a deal in 11 days. Listed at $699,000, 
the offer was cash at full price because 
“...the home was priced accurately. In 
this market, properties that are price 
right will sell, and sell quickly!” Reich- 
art expressed. 


$1.5-2.999M MARKET 
Wainscott gained some activity after 
32 East Gate Road came to the market 
and went into contract 18 days later. 
Bridgehampton has had six listings go 
into contract in the last three weeks, 
but no new listings. So far, despite the

lack of new inventory, Bridgehampton 
isn’t showing signs of slowing down. 
Sag Harbor has had four new listings 
come to the market which will hope- 
fully allow it to continue its persistent 
activity. 

Conversely, East Hampton, Mon- 
tauk, Southampton and Water Mill 
are showing signs of stalling. Though 
registering relatively strongly so far 
for 2021, listings going into 
contract are also starting to 
decline as a result of de- 
cline of new listings in 
these areas. More new 
listings will be needed 
to maintain momen- 
tum. 


$3-4.999M MARKET 

The new year started out with 
new listings outpacing the number of 
listings going into contract, but that’s 
over now. 

The Amagansett and Southampton 
markets have come to a halt after strong 
activity the first week of 2021. New list- 
ings in Southampton and Wainscott 
have not prompted any in contract ac- 
tivity, as we have seen occur in other 
parts of the Hamptons market. 

Bridgehampton has gained back 
some momentum after new listings hit 
the market in the last few weeks. 62 
Birchwood Lane, offered at $3,995,000 
on January 11 is now in contract, 24 
days after coming to the market. Sagap- 
onack has also gained some activity 
after new listings came to the market, 
but is at risk of a standstill if something

doesn’t happen here in terms of existing 
listing pricing or more new listings to 
market. 

East Hampton has strong activity, but 
is also showing signs of stalling, as in 
contract activity in declining. Only one 
new listing came to market in the last 
four weeks. Twelve High Point Road, a 
well-priced pre-construction offering, 
listed at $3,295,000 is still available, 
but we don’t believe it will be for 
much longer. 

“We have five showings 
scheduled for this week- 
end and have had a solid 
number of inquiries 
since bringing the listing 
to the market,” explained 

Bryan Midlam of the Mid- 
lam Ryan Team of Compass. 

“Slated for fall 2021 completion, 
it will embody a classic Hamptons style 
while also bringing something fresh 
and modern to the landscape.” 


$5-9.999M MARKET 

New listings have outpaced in con- 
tract activity since the start of 2021. 
Bridgehampton has had new listings 
come to market but none have yet gone 
into contract. Wainscott and Montauk 
have been in hibernation with no new 
listings, no in contract activity, and 
no sold listings coming through in the 
last four weeks. 

East Hampton and Southampton 
have seen some activity but are at risk 
of a standstill as well if sellers and 
buyers can’t start coming together. 
Sag Harbor and Sagaponack have seen 


some activity in new listings and in 
contract, but are similarly at risk of a 
lull. Properties need to start going into 
contract in Sag Harbor and new list- 
ings are needed in Sagaponack to keep 
the pace in these areas. 


$iOM+ MARKET 

Similar to the $5-9.999M market, 
overall new listings have far outpaced 
in contract activity. East Hampton, 
Montauk and Sag Harbor are at a stand- 
still, with no new listings, no in contract 
activity, and no sold listings coming 
through in the last four weeks. 

In Wainscott, 129 and 133 Sayres 
Path came on the market last week, 
offered at $11,500,000, just after 141 
& 145 Sayres Path closed, according to 
listing agent Stacy Cohen of Saunders, 
at $16,500,000. Stacy represents both 
properties. 

“One-forty-one and 145 was a spec- 
tacular family compound,” she said 
“One-twenty-nine and 133 Sayres 
Path is a blank canvas, three-acre lot 
to create your dream home. Sayres 
Path in Wainscott is the hidden jewel 
for South of the Highway.” 

Southampton, Sag Harbor and 
Sagaponack have had new listings 
come to the market, but they have not 
yet prompted contract activity. Water 
Mill has had listings go into contract, 
however, no new listings in the last 
four weeks has put this area at risk of 
freezing up. 

In Bridgehampton, 162 Jobs Lane 
went into contract two weeks ago, 228 
days after being first listed, but buyers 
and sellers here will need to start accom- 
modating each other for momentum to 
continue. After being quiet in 2021 so 
far, Amagansett saw 24 Stony Hill Road 
go into contract last week. More inven- 
tory in Amagansett is needed to get this 
part of the market moving again. 

If history is any indicator, contract 
activity should start to pick up across 
price points and areas after February. 
But unusual times call for open minds 
and regular check-ins. We are track- 
ing each area and price point’s market 
movement on a weekly basis at Hamp- 
tons Market Data and will certainly 
share our findings as we learn how 
2021 will compare to years past.

Bay Street Premiere Talks About Race in America

ay Street Theater & Sag Harbor 

Center for the Arts is honoring 
Black History Month with a special 
collaboration with Eastville Com- 
munity Historical Society and the 
Southampton African American Mu- 
seum—In Case You Hadn't Heard: 
A Conversation Between America’s 
Past and Its Promise. This theatrical, 
provocative view of race in America 
makes its world premiere on Mon- 
day, February 22, at 8 p.m. on the Bay 
Street Theater website. 

Sourced from the text and spoken 
word of 20 influential African Ameri- 
can thought leaders of the past and 
present, this new virtual presenta- 
tion offers a thought-provoking, un- 
varnished look at issues surrounding 
race in America. These leaders include 
Houston Baker, James Baldwin, Mary 
McLeod Bethune, London Breed, 
Keiajah Brooks, Stokely Carmichael, 
Ta-Nehisi Coates, Angela Davis, Dick 
Gregory, Fannie Lou Hamer, Lorraine 
Hansberry, Jemele Hill, Tamika Mal- 
lory, Robert P. Moses, Khalid Abdul 
Muhammad, Barack Obama, Amber 
Ruffin, Jesse Williams, Marley K. and 
Malcolm X. 

The words from these leaders’ 
speeches and writings have been syn- 
thesized together to create a candid 
four-way conversation about the Black 
experience in America, and thus, the 
45-minute piece avoids widely known 
sound bites from oft-quoted icons 
such as the great Martin Luther King 
Jr. The four sides to this eye-opening 
conversation are spoken by a group of 
talented actors—Darryl Gene Daugh- 
try Jr. of Broadway’s The Inheritance, 
Crystal Dickinson of Tony Award- 
winning play Clybourne Park, Jason 
Veasey of Broadway’s The Lion King, 
and Clarissa Vickerie of A Little Wa- 
ter Clears Us at the Wolfson Gielgud 
Studio in London. As words from the 
past and hopes for the future collide, 
a frank and forthright dialogue pours 
forth, sounding a call to action with 
unapologetic language that may be 
upsetting to some viewers. 

“The piece is incredibly powerful, 
and speaking as a white man, I feel like 
I’ve learned an incredible amount from 
it,” says Bay Street Theater Artistic

Director Scott Schwartz. “There’s this 
one story that was particularly mov- 
ing to me about a Black guy who had 
been a drug dealer who then decided he 
couldn’t keep doing that and needed to 
go straight. And he did. But as a result, 
he put himself at an incredible financial 


disadvantage. He was making a lot of 
money being a drug dealer, and when 
he stopped doing that, the work he 
could get paid him only a small fraction 
of the money he was making before, but 
nevertheless, he decided to do this for 
his life. That story and the discussion

around that story, or lack thereof, avail- 
able to African Americans was very 
compelling to me.” 

In Case You Hadn‘t Heard is adapt- 
ed and directed by Reggie D. White, 
a New York-based multidisciplinary 
artist and educator who most recently 
appeared in the Vineyard Theatre’s 
virtual piece, Lessons in Survival, 
which he co-conceived, and he also 
starred in the 11-time Tony-nominated 
two-part epic, The Inheritance. Shows 
he’s directed have been featured at 
Bay Street Theater, The Public The- 
ater, Atlantic Acting School, New York 
Winterfest, Bay Area Children’s The- 
atre, Berkeley Playhouse, AlterTheatre 
Ensemble and other venues. He is an 
alumnus of the Atlantic Acting School, 
where he now serves as school artistic 
director. 

“The fight for transformational ra- 
cial justice in this country is an on- 
going four-century-long endeavor,” 
director Reggie D. White says. “In that 
time, we’ve heard millions of souls 
raise their voices in spaces big and 
small. In Case You Hadn't Heard im- 
ages a forward-looking conversation 
between those souls—with gratitude 
for the legacy they’ve left us and fully’ 
aware of how much work is left ahead. 
This piece lifts up the thoughts, hopes 
and worries of 20 Americans who 
have given their voices, their time and 
their lives to the cause of our collective 
liberation. In Case You Hadn*t Heard 
is a love letter to the joy, passion and 
brilliance that have been the lifeblood 
of our enduring fight to make America 
live up to the promises she made to 
herself.” 

The evening will include a virtual 
talkback between the director and the 
actors, led by Dr. Georgette Grier-Key, 
executive director of Sag Harbor’s 
Eastville Community Historical So- 
ciety. “In the last couple of years, we 
have been examining and seeking the 
words of these great writers and lead- 
ers to find some hope, but the jarring 
reality is the fact that their words ring 
true today,” Grier-Key says. “So while 
we garner strength and courage from 
the work, it’s a stark reminder that we 
must continue to fight for democracy 
and be on the right side of history.”

CHEF HIGHLIGHT: PHILIPPE 
CORBET, LULU KITCHEN & BAR, 
SAG HARBOR 

Philippe Corbet was born 
in the small town of Cham- 
béry, France, in the county 
of Savoie. He grew up in a 
family of chefs and devel- 
oped an expert knowledge of 
food at an early age. While living 
in Savoie, he formally studied the art 
of cooking, earning a four-year chef’s 
degree and graduating first in his 
class. From there, he worked in a va- 
riety of Michelin-starred restaurants 
— including the famed Georges Blanc 
in Vonnas Ain — where he honed his 
skills and developed an interest in 
world cuisines. 

While in France at the young age of 
24, misfortune struck Corbet when he 
received a phone call at work — the 
apartment where he had been living 
had burned to the ground. It was a to- 
tal loss. Not to be defeated by such an 
event, Corbet saw this as an opportu- 
nity to come to the United States and 
continue expanding his gastronomic 
horizons. Within weeks, he sold his 
last remaining possession, his car, and 
came to the East End to begin cooking 
at one of the Hamptons’ most endur- 
ing and successful restaurants, Stone 
Creek Inn in East Quogue. 

While at Stone Creek Inn, Corbet 
experimented with new cooking tech- 
niques and developed a deeper un- 
derstanding of the American palate. 
Corbet stayed at Stone Creek Inn for 
several years, but eventually decided 
to try his hand in the New York City 
restaurant scene. He accepted the po- 
sition of executive chef at Bouley, one 
of New York’s consistently top-rated 
restaurants, and one that holds two 
Michelin stars. 

After a successful stint at Bouley, 
Corbet was more passionate about 
food and cooking than ever. He want- 
ed to create his own brand and focus 
his time and efforts on crafting the 
dishes he loved. As a result, he moved 
back to Suffolk County, where he be- 
came the executive chef at Oscar’s of 
St. James and then a partner at Roots 
Bistro Gourmand in West Islip. Roots 
was a small, beautiful restaurant with 
a focus on gastronomic cooking and 
custom chef's tastings. It was there 


that he truly expanded his love and 
understanding for Long Island pro- 
duce and wines. He worked closely 
with local purveyors to source the 
best ingredients. He then transformed 
them into dishes that can only be de- 
scribed as works of art. 

Corbet met Steven Jauffrineau in 
the Spring of 2016 and was taken on 
as a consultant to open Arbor in Mon- 
tauk. He turned consulting into a full- 
time project. He then became a part of 
Montauk Asset Holdings (MAH). Ar- 
bor in Montauk opened with a fresh, 
beautiful menu and space. MAH is 
now opening their newest location, 
Lulu Kitchen and Bar in Sag Harbor. 
He has developed a menu with the fo- 
cus on local and fresh. It is crafted and 
innovative yet approachable and com-

Talks Redesigning East Hampton Village

ive months into his first term as 

the mayor of the Village of East 
Hampton, Jerry Larsen has a great 
many projects in the works for sum- 
mer 2021 and beyond. He discusses 
plans for paid village parking, perma- 
nent outdoor dining and a long-await- 
ed redesign of Herrick Park. 


HOW HAVE YOU AND THE 
EAST HAMPTON VILLAGE 
BOARD RE-ENVISIONED 
VILLAGE PARKING AND 
OUTDOOR DINING, AND 
WILL THE CHANGES BE IN 
PLACE BY THIS SUMMER? 


We're introducing paid parking for 
the first time ever in our village, so we 
finally have it ironed out legally how 
we can do this. Basically, it’s going to 
be May 15 through September 15, $2 
per hour. Village residents will get two 
hours for free, and town residents will 
receive two hours for free, which is the 
same thing they’re getting right now. 
Then they'll have the ability, if they 
want to stay another hour, to pay for 
the third hour, which is $2. People who 
don’t fall into those categories would 
be non-residents, and we have plenty 
of free parking, but if they choose not 
to use the free parking, they would 
have to pay $2 per hour upon parking. 

Outside of those areas—so prior to 
May 15 and after September 15—we are 
going to have free three-hour parking 
the rest of the year, so that'll go a long 
way in helping the merchants allow 
customers to park for a longer period 
of time. It was a big hit when we did it 


as soon as we took office in September 
this year. We met a lot of positive feed- 
back on it, so we’re going to continue 


that and make that actual law. [ Note: 


The maximum parking time allowed 
year-round is three hours.] 


Were also going to legislate outdoor 


dining and make it permanent. The 
past village board was not in favor of 
outdoor dining, so when the pandemic 
hit, they did do it, mostly at the urging 
of [Suffolk County Executive] Steve 
Bellone, who made it a very simple 
process. They put it into place, but 
were going to make it a permanent 
fixture in our code, so that even after 


the pandemic, our local restaurants . 


and cafés will be able to have outdoor 
dining. It’ll be in place before the sum- 
mer. We just talked about it at our Feb- 
ruary 4 work session, and it’s on for a 
public hearing probably in March or 
April, so we'll be all set by late spring. 

On Newtown Lane, we're changing 
the parking from parallel to diagonal, 
so it will be similar to Main Street, 
Sag Harbor and Main Street, South- 
ampton. This will serve two purposes: 
One, it will give us a little more park- 
ing, and two, it’ll make it more condu- 
cive for the outdoor dining. Currently, 
wherever they had outdoor dining on 
Newtown lane, they had to eliminate 
the parking in front of that establish- 
ment. By us going to diagonal, we’ll be 
able to keep the parking, which is re- 
ally very important to us, and we'll be 
allowing the outdoor dining. I think 
it’s a win-win for everyone. And it’s 
not that expensive to change the strip- 
ing, so I think it’s going to work out 
well. We plan on having that in place 
by May 15. 


The first big project 


we have on our agenda 
is Herrick Park 


WHAT WILL BE DONE WITH 
THE FUNDS RECEIVED FROM

FEESt 


All of that money, we're earmark- 
ing to build our centralized sewer 
system. People ask every day why we 
can't be more like Sag Harbor, and the 
reason we can’t be like Sag Harbor is 
because we can’t meet health depart- 
ment wet uses. Sag Harbor had a lot 
of forethought back in the “70s when 
they installed that sceptic system, so 
that’s why there’s such a vibrant vil- 
lage. We're trying to get to that point, 
and that’s what this paid parking is 
all about. That’s how we plan on 
paying for the sewer system, 
rather than having a vil- 
lage-wide tax and taxing 
village residents to pay - 
for this. 

The prior village 
board hired Nelson, 
Pope and Voorhis to 
do a study, and that 
study is almost ready 
for a presentation from 
them to us, so there is 
kind of a decent plan in 
place. The actual home 
of the septic filtration 
system, that’s still up in 
the air. But we are anx- 
ious to hear what they 
have to present to us, so 
that should be coming 
up, hopefully in the next 
month. 

The other 
thing 


that’s important to note is that the sep- 
tic system will not only help with the 
wet uses, but the entire village busi- 
ness core is in the watershed of Hook — 
Pond. There are a ton of businesses 
now that have to pump their cesspools - 
regularly because they’re basically 
in groundwater, so this septic system 
will also go a long way in helping the 
quality of Hook Pond. We’re applying 
for grants, and we're also applying for 
Community Preservation Fund money 
to help us with this endeavor. 
Were also in the process of dredging 
Town Pond, which has been six years 
in the process. Town 
Pond is filled 
with sed- 
iment 
and 
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part of Town Pond drains 7 

into Hook Pond, which is also : 

' causing pollutants to gointo © 
Hook Pond, so we are dredg- 
ing that. It’s over $863,000 to 
dredge Town Pond, and that’s 
under way right now.

We sell 3,100 non-resident 
beach permits, and the only 
change with the beach park- 
ing is that we did increase the 
price of those by $100.

But 
that’s the only thing that’s changed. 
We haven't added any additional non- 
resident permits and we don’t plan on 
any additional permits—3,100 is the 
_ cap for us.

which is a private enterprise that is 
going to be a vehicle for us to receive 
donations, and we can earmark that 
money for whatever projects the vil- 
lage is trying to accomplish. We'll be 
using private money as well as public 
money and grants. The first big project 
we have on our agenda is Herrick Park. 


It needs a complete renova- 
tion. The tennis courts need 
to be replaced; the basketball 
courts need to be replaced. 
It’s just been left in total dis- 
repair for many, many years, 
and that’s been a hot topic 
for the last couple of years. 
There’s a whole renovation 
plan that’s out there that’s 
costing somewhere between 
$8 and $10 million. It’s a 
baseball field and a softball 
field; it’s tennis courts and 
basketball courts. 

We've also obtained CPF 
money, and we've picked up 
other lots around the park. 
The original plan from the 
past board was to incorporate 
those into the footprint of 
the park that exists now, but 
our current board has taken 
a slower lead on this. We’re 
going to just not incorporate 
that into our current plan and use that 
more as a buffer between the park and 
the residents.

hether we want to admit it or 
not, we all could use a little 
emotional support during this pan- 
demic that has hijacked our life plans 
and goals.

a grief/anxiety epidemic on our hands, 
because people were sleepwalking 
through life just doing what our su- 
periors tell us to do,” Striano says of 
the way Covid-19 has rewritten our 
everyday lives. “After the sleepwalk- 
ing and everything else goes away and 
we realize how many people we’ve lost 
and how much our lives have changed, 
we're going to have a grief pandemic 
where people will be in a state of loss.”

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we're still here,” Striano says. 

The brand will offer three-day well- 
ness and grief retreats for adults, as 
well as one-day anxiety and depres- 
sion retreats for youth ages 15 to 20 
beginning in March. Each retreat is 
held with a small group and a horse, 
an evolution of the one-on-one Spirit’s 
Promise counseling, at a private desti- 
nation in the Hamptons, North Fork, 
Florida or Rhode Island. 

“Your grief can be a purse, a suit- 
case, a crossbody bag or a steamer 
trunk—some days you can carry it 
with you and it’s a little heavy, but 
other days you just have to lie down 
beside it,” Striano explains. “I real- 


ized that through groups, the love and - 


understanding of, ‘Hey, I feel that way 
too, helps people so much. Grief and 
anxiety is a very solitary place to be. 
People tend to hide, they throw the 
covers over their head, they just don’t 
want anyone to know how sad they 
are, because they feel like it’s an indi- 
cation that they’re weak. But groups 
actually help people get through it 
together. 

“When I speak to people, it’s a 
very big metaphor to think of a gi- 
ant piece of plaster shattering on the 
ground during an earthquake,” she 


says. “That’s what loss 
or grief looks like, so — 
that’s our life when we 
go through this loss—it’s 
shattered into a million — 
pieces. In the dust, some 
of the pieces are missing 
little pieces. You have to 
put it back together, but 
it just won't fit the same 
anymore. Youre work- 
ing in a new life, a new 
way of living. You can see 
through the cracks, and 
it’s just different. People 
have to get used to living 
life without that particu- 
lar person, that job, that 
house, everything. Things 
that we're used to are no longer there. 
That’s what the earthquake does.” 
The three-day retreats take place on 
select weekends through the year, each 
with a different grief source to con- 
quer. The retreats that begin on March 
5 and October 1 are for women of di- 
vorce; March 12 is for anyone who's 
lost a beloved pet; the April 9 and No- 
vember 19 dates focus on the death of 
a spouse; and May 28 is for the loss of 
a child. The one-day youth retreats are 
available on select Saturdays—March

Horses mir- 
ror back to us what we're 
actually feeling, because 
what we say isn’t always 
the truth.” 

In addition to the grief and anxiety 
retreats, more Marisa’s services will be 
offered in the future—such as wellness 
and rejuvenation retreats and virtual 
coaching to help others become grief 
counselors in this unimaginable time 
in our lives. Striano adds, “Marisa’s is 
going to give people tools to help them 
live this crazy life so they can help 
mend their hearts.”

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America’s Sheriff Errol Toulon, Jr.

if n January of 2018, Suffolk County became safer. 
This was the month that Errol D. Toulon, Jr., 
assumed the position of Sheriff -- Suffolk County’s 
highest ranking law enforcement official. Elected 
that prior November, Toulon brought to the table a 
skill set that few possessed, to fill a position tasked 
at keeping more than 1 million Long Islanders safe. 
Toulon’s career of service pre- Z L 
pared him for this moment, with 
more than 30 years of criminal 
justice experience. With the in- 
timate knowledge of the needs of 
the Suffolk County Sheriff's Of 
fice after serving 25 years with 
New York City Department of 


Corrections, 22 of which were wh en I to ok 
spent as a corrections officer 

captain, and his final three he 

was appointed the’ deputy com- office Was 


missioner of operations, Toulon 
was now the leader of 840 cor- 
rections officers, 240 deputies, 
and 130 civilian employees, 
across two detention facilities. 

Now, after three years at the 
post, his mission remains the 
same as it was on day one: reduce 
recidivism, do so with fiscal re- 
sponsibility and use state-of-the- 
art methodology to reduce crime 
in Suffolk neighborhoods. 

“The first thing I did when I 
took office was that I wanted to 
ensure the public's trust and faith 
in the Sheriffs Office,” said Tou- 
lon. “I was in one or two schools 
a week, talking about the issues that face our children 
and also at community centers and civic groups, so 
people could learn more about the Sheriffs office.” 

Sheriff Toulon is also historic, in his own right, be- 
coming the first African American to be elected to a 
non-judicial countywide office, and the first African 
American to be elected Sheriff. 

“It is an honor and privilege to be a first in anything 
-- I just hope that when people look back at my tenure 
at the post, Iam remembered as one of the best Sheriffs 
that Suffolk County has ever had, because I was able to 
keep residents safe and help reduce crime. Not remem- 
bered for the color of my skin,” Toulon continued. 

As we know, his jurisdiction includes our lovely East 
End and the Hamptons, which remains one of the saf- 
est neighborhoods to live in America, due to his leader- 
ship, but also his unique understanding of matters per- 
taining to homeland security. In addition to his career 
in corrections, he was educated at the John F. Kennedy 
School at Harvard University, has a certification from 
the United States Department of Homeland Security

for Emergency Planning, with a 
special focus on preparedness 
against threats from weapons of 
mass destruction or radiological 
incidents. 

On September 11, 2001, he was 
assigned to New York’s Firearms 
and Tactics Unit, and was a re- 
sponder in the wake of that dark day. He was sent to 
Ground Zero because of his certification as an emer- 
gency medical technician, but because of his specialty 
in firearms, he was diverted, tasked with helping to 
secure the perimeter of the city against any pending 
attack on ground. 

Holding a countywide position requires visiting the 
various regions of the county. The entirety of the North 
Fork, the South Fork, and everywhere westbound to 
the county line falls beneath his purview. He says that 
he enjoys spending time in our quaint neighborhoods 
on the East End with his wife, with Southampton and 
Montauk being two of his favorite areas to visit. 

“We love finding new restaurants, going for walks. 
It’s a great place to forget about the week’s events, re- 
lax, and enjoy the scenery,” said the sheriff. “I enjoy the 
stores, many of them being small businesses, which is 
unique to the East End and different from Western 
Suffolk.” 

He takes pride in the job and wearing the uniform. 
Along with pride, though, is an innate sense of duty to 


the people who elected him. He says that, in order to 
curb crime, you need to embrace the youth and provide 
services to guide them throughout their upbringing. 

This is why he began the Sandy Hook Promise 
School Safety Initiative, a forefront program which 
has trained 22,000 Suffolk youth on the warning 
signs of a peer in distress. His emphasis, in a 2ist- 
Century way, is on social media, which can often 
give unique insight into the intentions and plans of a 
youth who seeks to do harm. 

“I think to get to the root cause of any criminal 
behavior, starts with the adverse childhood experi- 
ences and working with the Sandy Hook Promise 
Foundation, we are hoping to break down the bar- 
riers, where a child can go to a trusted adult to deal 
with a problem or issue,” said Toulon. “Any time that 
I can engage with the youth in Suffolk County is a 
tremendous experience. You hear their voices, their 
minds filled with ideas, sometimes unfiltered, which 
is something that I appreciate.” 

Sheriff Toulon has been honored and recognized 
in Washington, D.C., by the Sandy Hook Promise 
Foundation at their annual Gala. He has been hon- 
ored in places throughout New York City and Long 
Island by police and community organizations. Less 
than a month ago, he received recognition on Good 
Morning America as the “First Responder of the 
Week” for the second time during his tenure. 

Toulon seeks re-election in 2021.
